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Physical Education 

Nearly thirty students were enrolled on Wednesday in the 
School of Physical Education which this week begins its third win- 
ter session in the Royal Victoria College. 

McGill University, in co-operation with the Provincial Educa- 
tion authorities maintains the training of Kindergarten Elementary 
and Model School teachers at Macdonald College, and provides at 
McGill the necessary teaching for the Academy Diploma. 

New developments in training which have not established a 
claim upon public support and which have no endowments would 
have very little encouragement were it not for help afforded by the 
University. 

In this case it is the Royal Victoria College which, for the pre- 
sent, provides the premises and much of the general expenses of 
maintenance. In its gymnasium and class rooms on three half days 
of the week is carried on the work of training specialist teachers of 
Physical Ed-cation for the Schools, so far the only training of the 
kind to be obtained in Canada. 

It is appropriate that the Women's College of McGill Univers- 
ity should temporarily place at the disposal of the School such of 
its equipment as may be partly unused and such of its resources as 
it can for the time being spare. The teaching profession is passing 
more and more into the hands of women and it is a matter of serious 
concern that they should be given every possible opportunity of 
preparing themselves for an important national service. 

To-day Science, Medicine and the Teaching Profession are 
striving to harness together the body and the mind to beHcr purpose 
in School life and in life work. This little training School is a thing 
_of small beginnings but it has the good fortune to draw into its ser- 
vice teachers distinguished in their own field of work, whether of 
Science, Medicine or Education, who believe in its possibilities of 
practical usefulness. 



The Literary and Debating Club 

During the first week in December there is to be held at McGill 
arj Intercollegiate fixture which should be as important as any com- 
fwtition between the colleges. Debaters from Toronto are coming to 
McGill to cross swords in verbal battle with two representatives, 
yet to be chosen, of our Literary and Debating Club. For nine 
years these Inter-University Debating contests have been held; nine 
times has McGill been defeated. One would infer that the lack of 
debating ability was a very strong trait in the character of a McGill 
student, yet we are very reluctant to believe that men attending these 
other universities are endowed with a more natural power of speech 
than we posssess. What then is the reason for this deplorable rec- 
ord of our Debating Society? 

Let us compare the method adopted in Toronto University, 
which is common to both Ottawa and Queen's, with our own. De- 
bates are held every week startingwith the opening week of the ses- 
sion. At McGill our first debate is going to be held at the begin- 
ning of the seventh week. Interclass debates are arranged, each 
class choosing their representatives. We name a subject, and invoke 
the Gods through the columns of this paper to send us men to de- 
bate. In the past they have not heard us. Two weeks ago the In- 
ter-Collegiate Debaters had been chosen at Toronto — Note the con- 
cessions they get — Three weeks before the event, freshmen take 
notes in their various lectures. The Lits.' representatives are ex- 
empted from these lectures, and arc given every possible aid by 
Professors and students. In our University we beg men to debate; 
they consent, and "Our Lit." then think they have done their duty. 
As for concession, they have the seven-eighths attendance rule star- 
ing them in the face. Nothing more is thought of these men until 
the night of the debate, when we wonder why our representatives 
did not win. 

In the eyes of these competing Universities our Literary and 
Debating Club is a joke. It will remain so until that time arrives, 
when our College realizes the great benefits derived from being 
able to speak. Every possible support should be given by all facul- 
ties. The Theological colleges should send representatives over to 
every meeting which ought to be held weekly. By this scheme the 
best debaters would come before the public and a better choice 
could be made.

Every undergraduate 
on th, average pays about tlrtu a year 
for "battels," and there are, of course, 
a good many fees which will be lost. 
Probably the- total loss ti> Hie colleges 
will not l,e far short of £100,000 a year. 
Alread; ii has been decided to reduce 
tlv salaries of Lions by per cent. 

So general has been the response of 
athletic Oxford to the call to arms that 
there Is scarcely a Itlue left. No fewer 
than seven rowing Mines - -almost the 
whole crow — art either at the front or 
being trained to g,, there. The Rugby 
and Association ie;ttus have lost their 
captains and fourteen men. The golfers 
have provided eight Blues, and .■niions 
those who have been given commis- 
sions are fencing, boxing, Ice-hockey, 
racquets, tennis, lawn-tennis, swim- 
ming, water polo, and e\eli billiards 
Blues.
